In exercise of the powers conferred by sections 51 and 76 of the Kerala 
Forest Act , 1961 (Act 4 of 1962) and in supersession of the rule issued under 
notification No.FA4-64676 /58 AD dated 23rd December 1958 and 
published in the Gazette dated 30-12-1958 the Governor of Kerala hereby 
make the following rule, namely : 

** The District Collectors, Additional District Magistrates and the 
Revenue Divisional Officers may, on the recommendation of the Divisional 
Forest Officer concerned and being satisfied by enquiry or otherwise, that 
any wild elephant is causing or is likely to cause harm to any person , or 
property of any person , proscribe such wild elephant and issue permit to 
any person to shoot such elephant and shall intimate the fact of such 
proscription to the Chief Conservator of Forests or the Conservator of 
Forests. The area within which a proscribed elephant may be shot shall be 
fixed as suggested by the Divisional Forest Officer concerned , and embodied 
in the notification to be issued by the officer proscribing the elephant, as 
and when each case arises: 

Provided that any person intending to shoot a proscribed rogue elephant 
after a period of 3 months from the date of notification proscribing it , shall 
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obtain the written permission of the Chief Conservator of Forests before 
hand. This restriction shall also apply to the cases of elephants already 
proscribed prior to the date of this notification and not shot so far .

WEIGHTS AND MEASURES DEPARTMENT - ADMINISTRATION REPORT 

FOR 1961-62 - REVIEWED . 

Recorded . 
I. Organisation . — The Weights and Measures Department which came 
under a separate Department from 4-1-1961 continued to be the sole organ for 
the enforcement ofmetric system of Weights and Measures in the State . 
This centrally aided scheme completed several stages of implementation dur 
ing the year. Sri. K. S.Menon , I. A. S. continued to be the Controller of 
Weights and Measures. The post of one Deputy Controller in the scale of 
Rs. 475-700 was also created and Sri. K. Sivasankaran Nair, Deputy 
Collector, Palghat was appointed to the post. 

Nine Senior Inspectors 
on Rs. 200-400 were also appointed in the 9 districts of the State . 

II . Training:-During the year 3 senior Inspectors were deputed for 
training in the testing and adjusting of balances at the National Physical 
Laboratory in New Delhi and 12 Inspectors were deputed for one week s 
training in the mechanism of platform machines and other weighing Instru 
ments at the Avery Co. of India, Coimbatore . 

III. Enforcement; — The use of metric weights which was optionally 
introduced in the districts of Trivandrum , Kottayam , Alleppey, Trichur, 
Palghat and Cannanore from 1-10-1959 was made compulsory with effect 
from 1-10-1961. The use of the new weight became compulsory all over the 
State with effect from 1-10-1961. Kerala is thus the first State in which 
such a reform on a State -wide basis came into being. The use of metric 
capacity measures was introduced on an optional basis in the Districts of 
Quilon , Ernakulam and Kozhikode with effect from 1-11-1961. The metric 
length measures were introduced on an optional basis all over the State with 
effect from 15-1-1962. 

44 manufacturers licences, 189 dealers licences and 121 repairers 
licences were issued during the year and one manufacturer s licence , 16 
dealers licences and 1 repairer s licence were cancelled . 

IV . Departmental activities — There was close cooperation between the 
Department of Weights and Measures and the Department of Public 
Relations in the matter of publicity. The conversion tables and other 
publicity materials produced and published by both Central and State 

12077 Eg . 
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Governments were distributed . The Inspectors were cquipped with every, 
essential equipment required for the day to day verification and stamping . 

V. Finance :-The total expenditure during the year was Rs. 5,80,872 
as against Rs. 3,82,157 of the previous year, and the receipt was Rs. 4,61,544 
as against Rs. 55,451 of the previous year. 

VI. General:- In the matter of implementation of the metric system this 
State made considerable progress during the year. On the wholethe working 
of the Department was satisfactory .
